Louis relatives, were called to the bed- 
side by telegraph, said to a Post-Dis- 
patoh reporter at the Waldorf: 

“I hurried to New York on receiving 
a telegram announcing the dangerous 
illness of my father and arrived but a 
few hours ago. Dr. Janeway, who has 
just held a consultation with Dr. Gib- 
bons, who has been attending father 
throughout his illness, gives us hope. 
He says that the condition of my fath- 
er is considerably improved this after- 
noon and that he hopes to see still fur- 
ther improvement by night.’’ 

Mr. Turner is the former president of 
the Suburban Street Railway Sysiem 
of St. Louis. He was taken il] several 
weeks ago, but improved steadily, and 
no thought of his‘sickness having a fa- 
tal termination was entertained until 
Monday, when he had a severe hemor- 
rhage of the stomach and became crit- 
icaliy Nl.

If the comparative figures for thie Feb- 
ruary and last are maintained the aver- 
age for the present month should be 
about 40 degrees. 

Though the present winter has been 
called mild, figures of the Weather Bu- 
reau show that it haa been almost ex- 
actly normal for St. Louis. 

December, January and February are 
the months officially called ‘‘winter.” 
The average St. Louls winter tempera- 
iure is 3% degrees. The average for the 
yvresent winter up to date is 33.9. In 
'ou5 it was 23.5 degrees and in 1890 the 
highest recorded average was estab- 
lished, 43 degrees. 

There was a cool 7 last year be- 
tween Maroh 16 and Mareh 3%, but the 
thermometer did not register freezing 
temperature during that period.

FOUND ON STREET 
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Chicago Police Can’t Identify 
Dead Man With Bullet 
in Skull. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 21.—The body of a 
man, apparently about 45 years of age, 
was found today in the gutter at the 
corner of Twenty-first street and Calu- 
met avenue, in the heart of one of the 
fashionable residence districts on the 
south Side of the city.

It is true that the Exposition company did 
make the proposition to the Municipal As- 
sembly Committee to pay $125,000 into the 
City Treasury, to be used by the city in the 
restoration of the park and the release of 
the bond, and that the committee deciined to 
agree thereto. The committee was informed 
that no extention of the present bond could 
be secured because several of the bondsmen 
are dead, and others have declined to agree 
to an-extension, and others, while willing for 
an extension made the condition that all of 
the bomdemen must agree to the extension.

AN IDEAt TO BE REALIZED. 

The importance of the Civic League plan for 
transferring all railroad tracks and terminals from 
the district north of Forest Park to the unoccupied 
area south of the park can hardly be overestimated 
in its possible bearings on the future of the city. Its 
first result would be to’check the movement of rail- 
road tracks from private to public property—a 
movement to which the Post-Dispatch has been and 
is unalterably opposed. 

Mr. William K. Bixby is comprehensively right in 
defining it as one of the most far-reaching ideas of a 
generation.

A VOLCANO. 


The chance that Mount Sutton, near 
Denver, would become an active vol- 
cano was prohibited in the beginning by 
the mountain’s remoteness from the 
sea. Volcanos stick close to salt water. 
Still, the momentary thrill which the 
country enjoyed served to emphasize 
our acute need of a first-class volcano. 
We are becoming a shrewd people, and 
are not blind to the heavy exports of 
money made every year from the 
United States to Kilauea, Vesuvius, 
Chimborazo and the other’ volcanos 
which draw crowds. There is only one 
way of keeping this money at home, 
and that is to have a domestic vol- 
cano. A good active burner—a willing 
worker not afraid to pop off now and 
then—would save us in a year enough 
money to build a couple of battleships 
of the Dreadnaught type. When we 
annexed the Sandwich Islands we got 
Kilauea. the finest volcano in the world, 
a strictly non-union mountain inde- 
pendent of all natural laws, and a horse 
for work, with a disposition so nearly 
like that of President Castro of Vene- 
zuela that tourists could reasonably 
depend upon its misbehavior; but the 
Sandwich Islands, for all they are of 
us, are not with us, and the money we 
gend to Kilauea mostly falls into the 
hands of the sugar kings, to be spent 
in Europe. The interest taken in the 
puff of smoke on Mount Sutton sug- 
gests the possibility of making 4 vol- 
cano of our own. Science could take 
one of the old cones down in Arizona, 
clean it out and fit it up with the proper 
sort of a gas plant, and we could have 
an active volcano that would not only 
entertain us, but doubtless would at- 
tract tourists from Europe.

No stock display attracts so much at- 
tention, per se, as a kennel show. 
Clothes help horse shows. Dogs have 
more close personal friends than horses. 
To be sure most dogs are pets and be- 
loved in a manner more or less frantic. 
He or she is indeed a poor proprietor 
who is not quite certain that his or her 
dog can win first prize in his class on 
any bench. 

Though a trifle late it is good news to 
St. Louis that there will be a dog show. 
Breeding, rearing and training fine dogs 
is a high art and it is proper that we 
should give it fullest expression.

Lawyer Solves Eight-Year Mys- 
tery of Millionaire’s Dis- 
appearance.

Box Which Held Fortune in Va- 
rious Securities Found 
Empty. 





ARRESTS ARE PROMISED 





John Stinson of San Francisco, 
Rich Victim, Buried in 
Potter's Field. 


PORTLAND, Me., Feb. 21.—A _ start- 
ling .story of murder, followed by a 
$1,000,000 robbery, the latter a mystery 
for eight years, the former unknown 
until wkhin a week, was given out last 
night, when it became known that Rob- 
ert C. Foster, a young attorney of this 
city, had solved the mysterious disap- 
pearance of John Stinson, the San 
Francisco millionaire who has been 
missing for eight years. 

Foster, at the same time, discovered 
that the safety deposit vault which Mr. 
Stinson owned in the Union Trust Co. 
of San Francisco had been opened and 
papers, stocks, bonds, etc., representing 
upward of $1,000,000, had been removed. 

Mr. Foster, acting in the interests 
of Mrs. Sarah Connor of this city, a sis- 
ter of Mr. Stinson, went to California 
& month ago to try to unravel the mys- 
tery surrounding the disappearance of 
her brother, which has baffled all inves- 
tigation during the past eight years. 

By clever detective work he found 
that a man answering the description 
of John Stinson had been murdered in 
Golden Gate Park, San Francisco, in 
September, 1898, at just the date that 
Stinson had disappeared. The body 
was unidentified and was buried in the 
potter's field. 


Pictures of Body Shown. 


Photographs taken of the corpse at 
that time were produced, and a short 
time ago, in the San Francisco S8u- 
perior Court, were identified by 
friends of Stinson. Mrs. Connor's tel- 
egraphed description of her brother 


also tallied with a description of the 
body, even to a ring on his finger. 

Attorney Foster then appealed to 
the Court for an administrator of the 
estate. W. J. Hynes was appointed on 
the strength of the murder testimony, 
and he requested the Union Trust Co. 
to give him access to the safety de- 
posit box owned hy Stinson, and un- 
opened for eight years. They refused 
on the ground that murder had not 
been established, but the Court or- 
dered them to comply. 

To the consternation of the adminis- 
trator and the attorneys, the box was 
found empty. Yet, just prior to Mr. 
Stinson's last visit to the box in Au- 
gust, 1898, three weeks before his dis- 
appearance, it was known to contain 
title deeds -to mining’ property in 
Arizona and British Columbia repre- 
senting hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars, a $100,000 draft on the Bank of 
England and $80,000 in Government 
bonds, 

Mr. Foster says his detectives ex- 
pect to make arrests in a short time.

Not only tnis, but Mr. Johnstone is also 
said to imitate Gov.

The result is described as, in effect, 
that of placing Gov. Francis veritably 
before the play-going public as if in 
his proper person.

Mrs. Barbe Francois Tells How 
and When to Plant 
Flowers.

Potatoes Should Be Planted on 
St. Patrick's Day, 
She Says.

Mrs. Barbe Francois, aged 88, whose 
garden has a reputation throughout the 
American Bottom, is spending these 
springlike days at her window in the 
home of her daughter, Mrs. Frank Pay- 
eur of French Village, Ill., watching 
the sun dry the damp ground and hop- 
ing that the weather will soon be 
that she can dig the earth again 
yvlant her seeds. 

Mrs. i‘rancois has made gardens for 
more than 80 years, first in KMurope and 
laier in America and she knows just 
exactly when and how seeds shoulda be 
planted. 

I want to make a garden this year 
myself, and like all others to whom 
gardening is a fancy and not a work | 
want to begin right away. The sunshine 
has made me think that this ts the 
time to turn up svil and plant. Having 
long heard of Mrs. Francois’ sucessful 
gardening I went to her for advice. 

The venerable woman whose blue eyes 
see without the aid of glasses as well 
as she did when she was a child, said:

“You must wait for the month of 
March; February is too soon to dig and | 
plant. You must wait, too, for the ground | 
to dry. When the sun has Gone his; 
work then you may dig your earth well | 
and rake it until there are no big | 
lumps and it is so fine that you could | 
sift it.’’ 

She spoke in French and she said: 
“terre,’’ which means ground or earth, 
as if she knew it as dressmakerg. know 
cloth and loved as we do the things we 
make. She rubbed her fingers together 
as if she were feeling the soft ground. 

“But the ground in my garden is not 
good soil,’ said I, “I tried once before 
and things didn’t grow well.’’ 

“You must use a little fertilizer. Be 
careful not to use too much or your 
piants will be heated so that they will 


burn. 

“T plant nothing in March except let- 
tuce and onions. make beds for these. 
higher than most other people do, be- 
cause that is my way. 

“I rule the beds off in rows. If you 
have nothing with which to do that 
take a plank. Put the plank down at 
the edge of the bed and then turn it 
over. long its edge draw a row with 
your rake. In that row plant your on- 
ions each a certain distance apart. You 
may use the same way with your let- 
tuce. Some plant thelr lettuce 
cast. That makes it.too hard to keep 
the garden*clean. I like my garden 
without weeds and when my plants are 
in rows I can keep the weeds out. No 
one cares for my rden except myself 
and I know that all is done as I want it 
to be, 


Potatoes on St. Patrick’s Day. 


“Il work my onions and my lettuce 
every few days, that is, I stir up the 
ground about them, 

“If you plant any otatoes, plant 
them on §8t. Patrick’s Day, March 17, 
if the weather will let you. You know 
how to cut them so that each piece you 
plant has at least one eye. 

“Ll wouldn’t plant much else in March 
if I were you. Plant beets in April, 
but wait until May for your cabbage 
seed. You won't lose much by waiting 
until the sun is really hot for most of 
your seeds. 

“The same is true of flower seeds. My 
flowers do not grow as pretty here as 
those did that I plante in France. 
Neither is their scent as fine. 

“T like roses better than all other 
flowers. For them you have to uge 
care in trimming that I would have to 
show you by real work. Flowers that 
grow from s must be planted and 
cared for as you do other plants. Give 
them water when rains are far apart 
and keep the weeds out.’’ 

Mrs. Francois has lived in America for 
59 years and in French Village for 13 
years. She has done — work and 
gtill cuts all the kindling used by her 
family. When she was younger she 
made fence rails and plowed. She dug 
60 bushels of potatoes a day when she 
was 70 years of age. 

No one touches her garden except 
herself. She lived for some time 
on a Missouri farm and came to French 
Village from a. farm near Centralia, 
Ill, She is the head of tive generations, 
having a great-great-grandchild. She 
has six chikiren living and in her lan- 
guage she says udjy ‘‘six ouvriers,”’ 
meaning that @ach is a worker. 

She has never lived in a city and has 
no love for city life. She says it ts ir 
close,’’ that the real life is that with 
the plants and the ground, and the 
farmer is the one independent man.

New York Detective Reports 
Death of Former Califor- 
nia Senator’s Nephew. 








MISSING TWO MONTHS 





Drew $1000 From Bank in 
Brussels, but Failed 
to Sail. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—That Alfred M. 
Bard, nephew of former Senator Bard 
of California, met his death in Europe 
by foul play was the statement made 
by Detective-Sergeant John J. Fogarty, 
who returned to New York today on the 


Steamer Zeeland, from Brussels, Bel- 


gium. Forgarty went to Europe six 
weeks ago to look for the man, who 
had been missing for nearly two months. 
He brought back part of Bard's effects, 
including two valuable violins, one said 
to be worth $1000. 

Young Bard went to Brussels in Aug- 
ust last to study the violin. He intended 
to return to New York on a steamer 
leaving Antwerp on Oct. 20, last. His 
uncle, Senator Bard, was at the pier to 
meet him when the ship arrived, but 
he did not appear among the passengers. 

Senator Bard then applied to the 
New York police, who cabled to the 
Brussels authorities and the search 
for the young man has been steadily 
pressed. When the officials failed to 
find the young man, Senator Bard 
asked that’ Fogarty be permitted to 
go abroad to prosecute the search, 
and he was granted six weeks’ leave 
of absence without pay. This leave 
later was extended to March 1. In 
his capacity as a private detective Fo- 
garty was not obliged to report today 
to the local headquarters the _ result 
of his investigation. and none of the 
details of the search, therefore, were 

At this point Fogarty declined to 
make an extended statement. 

He said, however, that when he 
reached Brussels he learned _ that 
young Bard had made all arrange- 
ments to leave the Belgian city in 
October, according to his original 
plans. He withdrew $1000 which he 
had on deposit in a bank there, but 
at the last moment decided to post- 
pone his departure for one week. 

A French girl, with whom the young 

man had become acquainted with in 
Brussels, was responsible for the 
postponement, the detective said. 
At this point Fofarty declined to 
talk further about the case except to 
say that young Bard was dead and 
probably murdered.

Bauchens Verdict Set Aside, 
New Trial Ordered. 


The verdict breaking the wili of the 
late Adam Bauchens of East St. Louis 
was set aside and a new trial! grant- 
ed by Judge Moyers in City Court. The 
suit was brought by Louis Bauchens, 
representing the holes of Adam Bau- 
chens, against illie B. Davis, to! 
whom he willed a house and lot val- 
ued at $5060. 

Adam Bauchens, who owned consid- 
erable property in East St. Louis, died) 
March 22, 1905, and by his will, ex- 
ecuted Dec, 19, 1904, left a part of his 
roperty to his children, and left a 
nousée and lot on North Eighth street 
to Mrs. Lillle B. Davis, with whom he 
boarded at the time of his death, hav- 
ing been divorced from his wife. A 
deed to this property was also made 
by Bauchens to Mrs. Davis and placed 
in the hands of F. J. Steger, a real es- 
tate man, to be delivered to Mrs. Da- 
vis at his death, provided Mrs. Davis 
took care of him until he died. On 
the day after his death Mrs. Davis se- 
cured the deed from Steger and had it 
recorded in the Recorder's office at 
Belleville. A suit ig now pending to 
set aside thie deed. 

This suit was brought by Bauchens’ 
heirs to set aside the will on -the 
grounds that Bauchens was feeble 
and not in his right mind when he 
made the will, and that Mrs. Davis 
had exercised undue influence over 
him. The jury rendered a verdict in 
favor of the heirs, setting the will 
aside, but Judge Moyers’ order sets 
this verdict aside and makes a new 
trial necessary. The case will be re- 
docketed for the March term.
